A fourth, Jesse McQuire, 18, Amboy, refused to squeeze 


through the hole in the bullpen and go with the others. 


"I couldn't see it," he told ,a Telegraph reporter. 
McQuire and Berogan were indicted by the January 


grand jury for five Amboy burglaries. Wednesday Berogan 
pleaded guilty but McQuire asked for a jury trial. Farmer 
is under indictment for a Franklin Grove burglary. He also 
pleaded not guilty and asked for a jury trial. 


All four were the first clients of Lee County Defender 


Walter W. Stevens, Paw Paw. 


McQuire, relating what happened, said Berogan, Farmer

Q—My kitchen sink edge is cov- 
ered with aluminum, and when 
I stand against it my apron and 
dress front gets black. How can 
this be prevented? 


A—Liquid wax, applied period- 


ically, is recommended. If cloth- 
ing still becomes discolored from 
contact with the sink edge, you 
might try roughing up the alumi- 
num with steel wool and then ap- 
plying shellac. 


Q—I have been unable to find a 


small leak in my roof. How can 
I locate it? 


A—Examine the under side of 


the roof in bright daylight. When 
you find the spot where light 
shows through, put a piece of wire 
or a sliver of wood through the 
hole so it can be located from out- 
side. If your roof is worn, how- 
ever, other leaks can be expected 
to develop shortly and it would 
be economical to put on a new 
roof rather than to attempt to 
patch the old one. Asphalt shin- 
gles usually can be applied right 
over the old roofing material. 


Q—Some of the windows in my 


home are difficult to open and 
then, once opened, require con- 
siderable effort to close. What 
causes this, and how -can the con- 
dition be overcome? 


A—There are several causes of 


sticking windows. Hardened paint 
in the grooves in which the win- 
dow slides may be responsible, 
and swelling of the sashes or parts 
of the grooves is another cause. 
The sash can be made to slide 
more easily, however, by rubbing 
paraffin.on the grooves.

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What Is Outlook for Civilian 
Production Despite Armament? 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Jan. 13—(API- 


No one questions the need for this 
country to prepare for war, if war 
becomes necessary, or to make 
sacrifices to get defenses built. 


And the people have been told 


that a lot of things they used to 
buy will disappear as more of the 
materials which went into them go 
into tanks and planes. 


But this question has been in 


many minds: 


"How is it going to be in the 


years ahead? Will it all be down- 
hill, with the defense program go- 
ing on indefinitely and goods get- 
ting scarcer and scarcer? 


Truman Hasn't Predicted 


President Truman hasn't pre- 


dicted how long the defense pro- 
gram will be necessary but in his 
economic message yesterday he 
held out this hope: 


After a few years—if there's no 


war—a lot of the scarce or disap- 
pearing consumer goods may be 
coming back on the market, even 
with 
a 
big defense 
program 


operating. 


In that section of his message 


which dealt with wages, Truman 
said: 


"The predominant general rule 


should be to achieve stable wage 
rates until the flow of consumer 
joods can be increased." 


Didn't Elaborate 


It was a significant statement. 


ie. didn't elaborate on it. But gov- 
ernment economists explain it this 
way: 


Right now this country has a 


hurry-up job for the next several 
years. 


This means a lot of materials, 


like copper and steel, which have 
been going into consumer goods 
like radios or cars or refrigerators 
will have to go into tanks and 
planes. 


The plants not only will be 


turning out defense items but will 
be expanding or, as the economist 
say, increasing their capacity t 
produce. 


And that has a double meaning 
The present defense program 


far less than all-out war produc 
tion but the program will enable 
the country to go all-out if war 
comes and by expanding the! 
capacity to produce, the plants 
will be in a position to outdo them 
selves in war production. 


More Civilian Production 


But if war doesn't come, tin 


expansion will give the nation 
room to produce not only for th< 
continuing defense program bu 
for civilians, too. 


If war doesn't come, the country 


still will be heavily armed and 
using a lot of its production for 
defense, year by year. That seems 
to be the picture right now. 


Perhaps in five years—and this 


is only a guess—the defenses wil 
be built up to a point where the 
expanded ^production ability will 
let the country keep on with de- 
fense production but at the same 
time leave room for civilian items.

Face Facts! Russia Has the A-Bomb 


If there have been any lingering doubts among Ameri- 


cans about Russia having the atomic bomb, recent stories ap- 
pearing in thfe U. S. press should have dispelled them. 


We have more detail now, for instance, on how the gov- 


ernment decided Moscow had exploded a bomb. 


To begin with, seismographic stations—earthquake de- 


tectors—were on the alert all around the globe for any un- 
usual disturbances. They recorded one in central Siberia 
in mid-1949. 


Secondly, an A-bomb hurls radioactive substances high 


.Into the upper atmosphere, whereupon they are carried 
around the world. Scientific stations strategically placed 
were able to detect these particles after the explosion oc- 
curred. Once their presence was known, larger samples of 
the upper air were captured by planes and special balloons. 


Then a group of the nation's top atomic scientists exam- 


ined the samples with exhaustive care. They paid particular 
attention to the possibility the Russians might have acci- 
dentally discharged an atomic pile while trying to make a 
bomb. 


They concluded unanimously that it was actually a bomb. 


The metallic content of the air would not fit any other con- 
clusion. Indeed, when the scientists reported to President 
Truman, they told him that if it wasn't a bomb they couldn't 
imagine what it was. 


Since that time, reliable intelligence sources have con- 


firmed these convictions and have led our top atomic offi- 
cials to believe the Soviet Union is producing about-two 
A-bombs a month. 
t 


Despite all this, politicians both here and in Europe have 


been casting doubt on Soviet A-bomb progress. Some have 
questioned whether Russia really has a bomb "in produc- 
tion." 
x 
, 


To answer the doubters, Gordon Dean, chairman of the 


U. S. Atomic Energy Commission, recently reaffirmed these 
carefully considered estimates of Russian bomb output 
He 


predicted that by the end of 1951 the Soviet Union would 
have a stockpile of nearly 80 bombs. 


His reply was unequivocal and it fits exactly the two-a- 


month estimate offered earlier. In the light of this and 
other sober declarations by men in the best position to know 
it would seem there's no room any more for dreaming that 
it "just ain't so."

Department of Agriculture is now paying sup- 


port prices on "Weeping Lovegrass Seed." But it 
isn't as silly as it sounds. Weeping lovegrass is an • 
African native grass which grows wild on vast 
acreages of the dark continent. In their long 
search for some plant that would check wind and 
water erosition on the great American plains and 
in the dust bowl regions, Department of Agricul- 
ture plant scouts brought back some weeping 
lovegrass seed several years ago. The seed was 
planted experimentally in the Southwest 
It took 


hold, and seems tc be thriving. It isn't a perfect 


cover crop, because American cattle and other 
livestock won't eat weeping lovegrass if they can 
get any other diet. The grass is useful in estab- 
lishing roots, however. 
And after that other 
grass can be planted for a permanent crop. The 
grass takes its name from the fact that when its 
seeds are ripe, the blades bend over like weeping 
willow branches. 
To encourage its growth, De- 


partment of Agriculture put a support price on 
the seed, but the government now has only 1300 
hundredweight. The seed sells for $54 a hundred 
pounds, which is nothing to weep over.

Try to Meld Penalty Cards 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"Please answer a question on 


penalty cards," requests a Georgia 
reader. 
"My partner melded 80 


points Instead of the required 90, 
and didn't see her mistake until 
the cards were already exposed. 
She put down one deuce, 
three 


eights, and three nines. 
After 


seeing her mistake and realizing 
that she was penalized, she lis- 
carded one of the eights that she 
hadput down. 


"When my turn came, it hap- 


pened that I had very similar 
cards. I put down three eights 
with a deuce and three nines with 
a deuce. 


"Please advise just what my 


partner should do when her next 
turn conies. 
I interpreted the 


rules to mean that she would not 
be compelled to discard any fur- 
ther from the table, and also that 
her' cards exposed on the table 
could be added to my meld. Is 
this true or false T i 


"Is my partner supposed to take 


up her cards and put them back 
into her hand? Or does she add 
them to my meld? If she is per- 
mitted to add them, what method 
should she use? May she put only 
one card on my melds at a time, 
or may she put them all there at 
one play?" 


This is a subject that confuses 


a great many players. The best 
way to remember what you can 
do and what you can't do with 
penalty cards is to imagine that 
they're still in your hand instead 
of being face up ou the table. Of 
course, that's just 
imagination; 


you can't actually pick, them up 
and put them back in your hand. 


Now, 
what can you do with 


cards that are in your hand when 
your partner makes a legal meld? 
When your turn comes, you may 
add one or more cards from your 
hand to your partner's melds. 
You are not allowed to add as few 
or as many as you like. The same 
is true of your penalty cards. You 


may add one or more to your 
partner's meld. 


To be specific, in the case under 


discussion the player could add 
all of her 
penalty 
cards (two 


eights, three nines, an done deuce) 
to her partner's meld. 
If, for 


some obscure reason, she did not 
add all of those cards, the rest 
would still remain as penalty carde 
and would have to be discarded 
until they were all either properly 
melded or discarded.

Q—When you are down to one 


card and the top card of the dis- 
card pile is one that matches one 
of your melds, is it permissible to 
take the pack? 


A—Yes—provided that the pack 


consists of more than one card. 
When you have only one card, VOK« 
are not allowed to take a one- 
card discard pile; but you are al- 
lowed to take a pile of two or 
more cards. However, if the pack 
Is frozen you can never pick it 
up with one card. 
You need a 


pair to take a frozen pack, and 
a single card can never be enough.

stock, and it happened to be a 
refl three. Was I allowed to mel£* 
out? 


A—Yea. In this situation you 


may meld just as many as you 
would at any other time. If you 
can meld out, yon may do so and 
you will get the regular bonus ot 
100 points.

this situation (getting - red three 
as the last card of the stock), yon 
do not discard; and the hand£ 
comes to an end when yon nave 
finished with your meld.

Serious Operation Needed 
To Remove Fibroid Tumor 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 
The most common "women's 


trouble" (next to childbirth) is a 
condition known as fibroids. These 
are tumors made up of muscle 
and other tissue which grow in the 
walls of the womb. They are not 
cancerous but are so frequent that 
about one woman in five has one 
or more by the time she reaches 
the age of thirty-five. 


Some fibroids are small and 


never cause any trouble. Others, 
however, grow slowly and may 
produce a feeling of pressure in 
the abdomen and general weari- 
ness. 
The most common and 


troublesome sign is excessive or 
abnormal bleeding and if the fi- 
broids continue to grow this gets 
constantly worse. 


Specialists in diseases of women 


have done a lot of work on fibroids 
and as a result there is not so 
much suffering from them now as 
there used to be. Small fibroids 
which are not producing any 
symptoms merely have to be 
watched from time .to time since 
they may grow and cause difficul- 
ty, at least up fo the time of 
change of life. 


Larger ones must be followed 


more closely. If they start to grow 
rapidly or if the symptoms get 
much worse something may have 
to be done for them. 


What produces fibroids is not 


exactly known and as yet there 
is no way to prevent them. On the 
other hand if the age of the pa- 
tient, the size of the tumors, and 
the trouble they are causing war- 
rant it there is a cure. 


It is surgery. It is not often 


satisfactory to remove the fibroids 
and leave the womb in place so 
that the operation usually involves 
removing the entire uterus, in- 
cluding the tumors. 
FACTORS WEIGHED 


The fact that removal of the 


womb is a serious operation makes 
the decision difficult In most 
cases it can be postponed till after 
or near the end of the child-bear- 
ing period though the presence of 
fibroids itself tends to make con- 
ception difficult. At any rate, whe- 
ther to operate or not can only be 
decided after weighing all the fac- 
tors in each individual patient. 


Many women have been saved 


years of discomfort by having this 
operation. One cannot help but 
wonder whether some of the in- 
valid women of previous genera- 
tions were not kepc in that state 
by having fibroids which could not 
be treated at that time.

Dr. Kent, 
NISTC Will 
Speak Here 


Dr. Frederick Kent, a visiting 


professor 
from 
Czechoslovakia, 


who is at present serving on the 
faculty at Northern Illinois State 
Teachers College, DeKalb, will ad- 
dress the members of the Dixon 
Teachers Association at 
their 


regular ir.eeting Monday night. 


Dr. Kent, who is in America for 


graduate study at Northwestern 
university, has since 1938 been 
teaching in Prague, Czechoslova- 
kia, During the German occupa- 
tion of his land he was under in- 
direct pressure from the Nazis in 
fear for the lives of his family. He 
had immediately prior to the Nazi 
occupation obtained a scholarship 
to DePauw university; therefore, 
when his scholarship 
documents 


were confiscated, the Nazis felt it 
necessary to use the threat of con- 
centration camps for his family in 
order to prevent his ever attemp- 
ting to leave the country. 


After the Czech revolution in 


May, 1945, Dr. Kent served as 
radio announcer of the Prague 
broadcasting station and broad- 
cast on short wave to the Ameri- 
can troops in Europe and to Amer- 
ica. 


In addition to his teaching duties 


as lecturer 
of English 
on the 


Faculty of Commerce of the Tech- 
nical university of Prague, the 
professor has been active in the 
American Institute in Czechoslo- 
vakia—the oldest and best-known 
organization 
of 
Czechoslovakia 


friends of the United States. He 
also served with the First World 
Student Congress in 1945, the In- 
ternational Student 
Relief, the 


British Society in Czechoslovakia 
and the YMCA of which he is a 
member. In these fields of activity 
Dr. Kent gave over 200 lectures in 
different parts of Czechoslovakia 
on life and conditions in "America. 


In endorsing Dr. Kent's lectures 


on Europe in this country, the ad- 
ministration of NISTC upholds his 
academic freedom and his right to 
express his views on the basis of 
his sound experience and training.

Sutton told the house yesterday 


a senate investigating committee 
would report evidence that "sev- 
eral thousand dollars have been 
accepted by the officials of the 
RFC in bribes to secure loans on 
different projects." 


Fulbright Denies It 


Senator Fulbright (D-Ark), who 


heads the committee, promptly 
issued a statement that his group 
will accuse no one 
of taking 


bribes "because no instances of 
bribery has been found in the sub- 
committee's study." 


RFC officials declined comment. 
Advised of Fulbright's reply, 


Sutton told a reporter: 


"Then I plan to take the floor 


again and name some names. 1 
shall give the country full infor- 
mation on this scandal." 


In yesterday's house speech, 


Sutton accused the RFC of _fore- 
closing^ $37,500,000 mortgage on 
the plant of the Lustron Corpora- 
tion because the big prefabricated 
housing firm resisted what he said 
were demands of "a few money- 
hungry officials." 


Wants More Cash 


The Lustron Corporation, lo- 


cated in Columbus, Ohio, is bank- 
rupt. Carl G. Strandlund, its presi- 
dent, has asked the RFC to call 
off the foreclosure action and lend 
him more millions to get the plant 
back into production. 


Straridlund launched the com- 


pany with $37,500,000 borrowed 
from the government, putting up 
his patent rights on Lustron pre- 
fabricated homes and $1,000 cash. 
The RFC foreclosed the mortgage 
last February.

and began in earnest to make the 
room look 
pretty. 
We 
made 


chains of green and red links and 
strung- them across 
the 
room. 


Covering the lights with green and 
red crepe paper, we then fash- 
ioned a Christmas wreath out of 
holly and putting a red candle in 
it, hung it up in the window. For 
our center piece on the table we 
had two large, thick red candles 
with holly and evergreen twigs 
arranged around them. 
On the 


wall in red and green letters we 
spelt out "Merry Christmas".

that our meal included celery with

As a rule I am not too good at 
remembering what was served, 
but I can do my share to the 
eating. 
For dessert we had a 


very elaborate 
Italian 
creation 


which some of the 
boys called 


"Santa Anna Rev." 


It was delicious and very rich. 


but not too much so. Nor did it 
have that artificial taste that one 
meets so often. It is rather hard 
to describe but besides the crust 
t was made up of a whip-cream 
mixture that was performed to 
perfection.

was 
light and 


luffy and had a beautiful wavy 
design. 


Some of the .boys were too 


filled to enjoy their share, but 
mine went down with relish. After 
I finished dessert I didin't want 
to look at another piece of food. 
Boy! 
Did we have a meal! The 


next morning- and that evening 
LOO we still were nibbling on what 
was left. In all there were eight 
hungry faces around the table. 
Some of them wanted to know 
where the ham came from and I 
told them Grandma sent it to 
me and immediately Grandma was 
given a round of cheers. 
The 


whole evening or 
rather 
early i 


morning was really 
a 
success. 


Like so much that has happened 
recently, I'll never forget my first 
Christmas in Rome. 


Visit Assist 


Last Thursday we 
went 
to 


Assist, the 
birthplace 
of 
St. 


Francis, 
the 
founder 
of 
the 


Franciscan order and stayed there 
for two nights and three days. 
About thirtv of us went, and so 
we' chartered a bus. 
It was a 


wonderful ride down 
and 
the 


scenery was the best I have seen 
in Italy. Assist is a little to the 
north of Rome and to my surprise 
has quite a few mountains around 
it. They are not 
exceptionally 


high, but high enough to have 
snow on them. 


We got a room, at one of the 


hotels and after getting every- 
thing settled, started out to see 
the town. The city itself is built 
on a hill and covers about a mile 
square. 
It is distinctively medi- 


eval and extremly few modern 
buildings are to be found. Walk- 
ing down its 
narrow 
twisting 


streets, was just like something 
you would see in & movie. 


One of the boys said that he 


heard Assist was probably 
the 


closest one could ever come to the 
real medieval atmosphere. 
Even 


the Cathedral where St. Francis 
and St. Clare were baptized in 
1225 is in excellent condition and 
is used just as much now as it 
was then. We saw many of the 
buildings connected with the life 
of St. Francis, but what particular- 
ly s*ood out in my mind was the 
rose bushes that St. Francis had 
once rolled in for penance. 


These bushes are without thorns 


and are in the very same spot 
they were over seven 
hundred 


years ago. The priest who was 
showing us 
through 
mentioned 


that they have transplanted some 
of these bushes and that when 
they grow in their new position 
they appear with their thorns. 


Saw St. Peter Ceremony 


You mentioned whether I could 


write about the closing of the 
Holy door. Grandma. Well, I was 
over to St. Peter's for the cere- 
mony, since the Holy Door was 
to the far left as one comes out 
the Basilica, and since there are 
tremendous pillars plus a con- 
traption that was set up on the 
occasion of the closing of the Holy 
Door, very few people got to see 
the actual ceremony itself and I 
vAsn't among them. The crowd 
was immense though. Must have 
been an easy thirty thousand peo- 
ple inside St. Peter's. 


I'll call it quits now, Grandma, 


but will try to keep you posted. 
If there is anything you want me 
to do. just let me know. The same 
goes for any questions you might 
have to ask. I have to start 
hitting the books now. Tomorrow 
we come out of dreamland and 
enter the world of reality once 
more. Can't complain though. I 
like my classes.
